The President made the re- 
mark during a toast to the 
Yhah of Iran at a state dinner 
in honor of the youthful monarch. 
The Shah is here to strengthen 
the cold war ties between his 
strategically-placed, oil-rich nation 
and the United States. 

Only a few hours earlier, his 
imperial majesty, Mohammed Reza 
Shah Pahlevi, was welcomed by 
Mr. Truman at Washington Na- 
tional Airport as he arrived aboard 
the President’s petsonal plane to 
begin a month-long tour of this 
country. 


CONTINUE WORKING 


Mr. Truman’s statement was 
given added weight by his pre- 
vious expressions of hope to the 
30-year-old ruler that Iran and the 
United States will continue work- 
ing hand-in-hand. for peace. 

Mr. Truman began by saying 
that America always had been 
friendly with Iran—‘this country 
about which Daniel said: ‘The 
laws of the Medes and Persians, 
they are not altered’.” 

The President then added that 
“the Medes and the Persians be- 
lieved in keeping their contracts.” 


NO SCRAP OF PAPER 


“We have been dealing with a 
great power that does not believe 
in keeping its contracts. Iran 
believes in keeping its contracts,” 
he said. “The United States be- 
lieves in keeping its contracts. 

“When we make a treaty, it is 
not a serap of vaper.--It is an 
agreement which w~ expect to 
carry out.” 





Coal Dispute 
Up to Truman 


WASHINGTON (UP) Fed- 
eral Mediation Director Cyrus S. 
Ching yesterday turned the dead- 
locked soft coal contract dispute 
over to President Truman, who is 
expected to move quickly — per- 
haps today to block a new 
strike on Dec. 1. 

Ching announced after meeting 
with Mr. Truman’s top labor ad- 
viser, Presidential Assistant John 
R. Steelman, that he had refer- 
red the dispute to the White 
House because “further mediation 
efforts would be fruitless.” 

He said he had made no re- 
commendations on what course 
the President should take. But it 
was understood Mr. Truman first 
may ask President John L. Lewis 
of the United Mine workers, and 
the soft coal operators to agree 
to creation of a special fact-find- 
ing board outside the Taft-Hart- 
ley law. 

The board would study the dis- 
pute and submit settlement re- 
commendations. But it would not 
be set up unless both frarties 
agree, and Lewis is said to be 
opposed to the procedure. 

Ching will submit to Mr. Tru- 
man a written report on the dis- 
pute. It is possible the President 
may announce at his 1 p.m., PST, 
press conference today the steps 
he plans to take.
